Citrus Growers and Shippers are Sat- 


isfied With His Defense of the 


Lemon Tariff. 


A letter of appreciation has gone 


forward from the Covina Chamber of 
Commerce to Hon. W. D. Stephens, 
the congressman in this district, com- 
mending him on his practical stand in 
the fight to keep lemons from appear-' 
ing in the farmers' free list bill. Sec-1 
retary H. N. Wells voices the appre- 
ciation of the whole valley. 


A copy of the speech of Mr. Ste- 


phens, made at the time that the lem- 
on amendment was attached to the 
free list bill, has arrived at the Argus 
office, and in it are printed the tele- 
grams which the congressman receiv- 
ed from the California growers and 
shippers at the time the lemon fight 
was in progress. There are telegrams 
shown from the Covina Citrus Asso- 
ciation, the Covina Orange Growers' 
Association, the Charter Oak Citrus 
Association, and the Irwindale Citrus 
Association, besides hundreds of other 
telegrams from growers and shippers 
throughout 
California. 
These 
tele- 


grams all urged the representative to 
stand fast for a maintenance of the 
tariff on lemons, and 
Congressman 


Stephens showed his sturdy faith by 
joining with Senator Perkins in a suc- 
cessful fight, which has resulted in a 
cessation of lemon hostilities for the 
present. 
In Congressman Stephens' 


speech he closes with the following 
significant utterance: 
that whihc after fair and full iuvesti- 
time any particular tariff rate, only 
that yhich after fair and full investi- 
gation is found to be fair and just and 
right for both grower and consumer.

Irwindale Citrus Growers 


Hold Annual Meeting 


A feeling of complete accord with 


the management of the Irwindale Cit- 
rus Association was shown at the an- 
nual meeting on Saturday morning at 
the packing house, when the larger 
portion of the members gathered to 
hear reports, plan for the future, and 
listen to an address by General Man- 
ager B. A. Woodford of the California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange. That this 
organization has "made good" thor- 
oughly and efficiently in the opinion 
of the members was very evident in 
the spirit of goodfellowship which 
abounded at this meeting. Manager 
B. Miller, who has served this organi- 
zation with success for several years, 
was again unanimously chosen to hold 
the position another year, and he was 
the recipient of congratulations on the 
method in which he has conducted the 
business for this cooperative com- 
pany. 
L- 


The directors chosen are as fol- 


lows: Daniel Reichard, B. Miller, B. 
F. Thorpe, Charles Coffman, F. C. De- 
vendorf, Jerome Reynolds, and J. H. 
Simpson. Mr. Thorpe was chosen as 
president and Mr. Miller as secretary. 
William A. Onion was chosen book- 
keeper. 


The business of the association was 


handled expeditiously at the meeting, 
and the greater portion of the time 
allotod to Mr. Woodford, who took as 
his subject, the four branches of the 
Fruit Growers' Exchange which are 
being carried out so successfully in 
the interests of the grower at the pres- 
ent time. Mr. Woodford dwelt on the 
work which is being done by G. Har- 
old Powell, secretary-manager of the 
Citrus Protective 
League, who has 


been gathering data from Sicily, the 
Bahamas, Italy, and all foreign points 
where the lemon and orange are 
grown. Mr. Powell has just returned 
from a trip to these points, where he 
has studied conditions exhaustively, 
Mr. Woodford said. The low price of 
labor in these countries was a ques-J 
tion that Mr. Powell has made so 
close a study of that he is ready to 
show a complete report in comparison 
with the labor statistics of the Cali- 
fornia industry. Many photographs of 
the industry in these foreign countries 
were also taken by Mr. Powell's party, 
and some of these have already been 
turned over to the United States gov- 
ernment. Besides being able to satis- 
fy the government of the importance 
of this visit, Mr. Powell has, since his 
return, been engaged in compiling 
data that is used as ammunition by 
the senators and representatives at 
Washington in the fight for the main- 
tenance of the tariff on citrus fruits. 
Already this data has gone forward on 
several occasions at a time when the 


California 
representatives 
were 
ii. 


need of it in discussions, and Mr 
Powell says that an absolutely com 
plete report will be forthcoming fron 
the Citrus Protective League in about 
two months. The work of this branch 
of the organization has been invalua 
ble. Although the great bulk of the 
membership in this league is made up 
of members of the Fruit Growers' Ex 
change, there are several independent 
shippers 
also 
contributing, among 


them C. C. Chapman of Fullerton, who 
is president of the organization. Other 
independent shippers 
are receiving 


the benefits of this organization with- 
out paying for the privilege. All ex- 
penses are paid by a nominal tax per 
box on all fruit shipped out. 


In Mr. Woodford's address he also 


touched upon the cooperative work 
being carried on by the Fruit Growers' 
Supply Company, which has made a 
success of supplying box material. 
Through the purchase 
of standing 


timber, and other purchases, the sup- 
ply company is now selling the ranch- 
er his material for boxes at a greatly 
reduced figure. This company also 
handles the simples for fertilizer, buys 
vetch in carload lots, and furnishes 
the ingredients for fumigation.

cover-crops cannot be emphasized too 
strongly. According to good authority 
the yield can be doubled, which ought 
to pay for the cost of the gypsum. 


Dr. Loew of the government says: 


"Its very beneficial for many legumin- 
ous crops may be especially mention- 
ed." 


You also need lime for root-rot, die- 


back; wither-tip; gum disease, etc., in 
short to sweeten the soil and free it 
from acid and poisonous elements, 
also as a fertilizer and to make avail- 
able other fertilizers. Gypsum, quick 
lime and air-slaked are the forms of 
lime we have to do this important 
work. Quick lime is the most econo- 
nomical form in which to use carbon- 
ate of lime. Dr. Wheeler of the gov- 
ernment says, "One ton of quick lime 
makes one and one half tons when 
slaked. You get it fresh and if you 
want to use it air-slaked throw it on 
the ground for a day or two and cul- 
tivate. 
I f - y o u water-slake it, basin 


the tree 'and just before irrigating, 
throw the quick lime on the ground. 
It will soon slake and soak down 
where it is needed. It is a apeedy acid 
corrector. 


Gypsum is a little slower and less 


effective on acids but it is more ef- 
fective as a fertilizer and makes avail- 
able other fertilizers and neutralizes 
magnesia.

Covina City Trustees Fix Tax Levy 


Which Amounts to Same Aggre- 


gate of Last Year. 


Covina's new tax levy has been fix- 


ed at ninety-eight cents on each $100, 
through an action taken Tuesday even- 
ing by the Covina city board of trus- 
tees. 


The total valuation of city property 


is $880,000, which gives the city $8,624 
to use for the maintenance of the city 
business. Eighty per 
cent 
of this 


money will go into the general fund 
for the purpose of liquidating salaries, 
and for the general expenses, while 
fifteen per cent is applied on the main- 
tenance of the public library, and the 
remainder to pay interest and retire 
one bond in January in connection 
with the building of the fire and jail 
structure. 


While the frontage was in some in- 


stances assessed at $50 last year, it 
has been increased to $75 this year, 
but there is a discrepancy in taxable 
property this year, amounting to $70,- 
000, 
through the withdrawal from tax- 


ation of all public utility companies. 
This is in accordance with the de- 
mands of the amendment passed at 
the 
last 
state 
election.andexempts 


from municipal taxation the Pacific 
Light & Power Company, the Southern 
Pacific and Pacific Electric railroad 
iompanies, the Southern Counties Gas 
Company, and the local banks. 
The 


amount lost through this exemption is 
just about made up through the in- 
crease in valuation placed by the city 
assessor and approved by the board of 
equalization. A shifting in the values 
las been made 
some instances, 


by the assessor in 
and there is some 


property in Covina which is not plac- 
ed as' high in valuation, while other 
property 
stands 
an 
increasement. 


There is a feeling in some quarters 
that, ranch property has not been giv- 
en a properly high valuation, and that 
the burden is placed too strongly on 
subdivisions and other city property. 


The board extended the time for the 


contractors who are putting down Cit- 
rus avenue in asphalt and macadam, 
owing to a delay in receiving crushed 
•ock. The extension is for sixty days, 
nit it is stated by the contractors that 
they will complete the work consider- 
ably within this time.
